The line Owners Wait to Coittaue the 


Board ot Conclllatltt tor 


Tone Years. 


New York. March 12.—The readjust 


ment of wages and conditions in the 
anthracite coal fields having been de- 
nied by a committee representing tbs 
anthracite operators, aa a counter 
proposition the operators suggest that 
the awards made by the anthracite 
coal strike commission, the principles 
upon which they were established by 
the commission, and' the methods es- 
tablished for carrying out their find- 
Ings and awards, shall be continued 
for a further term of three years from 
the first day of April, 1906. The pros 
ent agreement terminates March 81 of 
this year. 


The demand of the miners that the 


operators enter Into an agreement 
•with the union is declined on the 
ground that the anthracite operators 
"stand unalterably for the open shop 
and again decline to make an agree- 
ment with the United Mine Workers 
of America, an organization controlled 
by a rival Industry." 
. Of the demand for an 8-hour day. the 
statement says the operators know ot 
no change In conditions that can be 
used to sustain the renewed demand 
tor a reduction In hours; declares, that 
the expactatloFoTTEirstrike commit- 
tee that the reduction from ten to 
nine hours "should not result In any 
decrease In the output of the mines." 
has not been realized, and adds: "We 
might Justly say that with the experi- 
ence of the past three years, the 10- 
hour day should be restored; but we 
are willing to abide by the decision of 
the commission.*' The proposition that 
a uniform scale of wages be estab- 
lished in the anthracite fields is met 
by the operators with the reply that 
this would be Impracticable by reason 
of the varying capacities of the work- 
men and the varying conditions exist- 
ing in the region and at the collerles. 
r "We cannot Increase wages without 
advancing the price of coal; and we 
are,not willing to advance the price 
of coal," is the reply to the demand 
for a general increase in wages." 


The reqnest that the'operators shall 


collect 
from each employe certain 


stated sums for the support of the 
mine workers' union Is denied on the 
ground that, "as a matter of policy wo 
would not make such an arrangement 
as you request, and as a matter of law 
we are not permitted to make it" 


The operators decline to agree to 


any change In the board of concilia- 
tion as established by the anthracite 
coal strike commission, taking the 
ground that the system proposed by 
the miners' would simply involve the 
creation of a series of minor boards 
whose decisions might be conflicting 
and from which appeals would have to 
be taken to an arbitrator, 
thereby 


creating more delay than now exists. 
The complaint of the miners that the 
board of conciliation does not 
act 


promptly, the operators declare to be 
not warranted by facts. 


The demand for a new sliding wage 


scale is denied on the ground that the 
sliding seal* fixed by the anthracite 
coal strike commission covers practic- 
ally all the propositions in the pro- 
jKtsed new scale.

"If we back down the

done for. The outside men, who 
number one-third of the employes, 
have told us that unless we get the 
eight hour day for them we had bet- 
ter not come back.

1200 ARE DEAD 


IN MINE HORROR 


IN FRANCE 


A Vast Mortuary Oamp is Guarded by 


400 Soldiers Who Hold the . 
,

Paris, March 12.—The worst fears 


as to the enormity of the mine dls- 
as r In the Courrieres district of the 
Pas de Calais Saturday morning have 
been realized. The death list numbers 
1,100 men and the whole of the r«nion 
stands appalled at the terrible tragedy 
which has brought sorrow to six thous- 
and fathers, mothers, wives and child- 
ren. 


The last mine disaster in France oc- 


curred in 1885, when 293 persons were 
killed and SO injured, but that and all 
others sink into insignificance before 
Courrleres. 


The vast mortuary camp is under 


military guard, 400 soldiers having ar- 
rived there to assist in holding in 
check the crowds of distracted mourn- j 
ers. For a time hop* had been held 
out to the people that the tappings on 
pipes by the imprisoned 
men had 


been heard, but gradually this hope 
vanished and the people demanded ad- 
mission to see the bodies, and even 
threatened to break through the cor- 
don of troops, who had the greatest 
difficulty In keeping the crowds from 
the pit. One man named Sylvestro 
succeeded in entering the mine, but 
he never returned. It is believed he 
groped about Inside until he was over- 
come by tho gases and perished. It 
Is reported that a rescue party num- 
bering 40 has been cut off by the cav- 
ing in of one of the galleries.

tr. and Senator Ward. (Dem ). of Cuya> 
hoga county, turned their heavy gun 
upon that organization. 
The attacl 


upon the league was wholly unexpect- 
ed, and the more astounding because 
both of the senators are conslsten 
temperance advocates. 
Senator Uos 


was elected almost altogether upon a 
temperance platform. He has been 
leader in church and temperance worl 
•nd at no time have the temperance 
people considered him anything bu 
their friend. 


Rose's Scathing Remarks. 


Declaring that he »»» s-ready to turn 


the brldgei on the side of right." trm 
h« "hud counted 
the cost" and 
wa 


"ready te go to the front and s-\re th 
people from bosses of e\ery description.' 
Senator Rote clmrged on the floor or th 
senate that th* leaders of tha Anti-Saloon 
league were not sincere In their mtic'

counts uijon no effort will he made to 
displace it even temporarily with the 
supply bills, for the senato Is a unit in 
its desire to have the matter disposed 
of at the oartiest practicable moment. 


The only positive piedictlinis that 


can be ni.ulo concerning the course of 
the bill is that during the piesent week 
Senator Tilluian, who has it in charge, 
will make a written report on it; that 
thero will bo a nnniber of speeches

Thero may be said to be 


three divisions in the senate, the first 
standing for the bill as it came from 
the house; the second demanding a

force; and the third granting a re- 
view, but maintaining tho orders of 
the commission in effect until a final 
disposition of the question is reached 
In tho courts.

This 
provision and thoso to prohibit the dl 
version of appropriations are subject 
to points of order.

since they wore submitted bv the rep- 
rf^enta'lves of the convention held 
last January of the 
Mayors of 
the 


state. 
The new bill Is now In 
the 


hands of the various sub-committees, 
who will draft the several new sec, 
lions 
' 


', Under the new code the powers of 
the Mayor are greatly amplified. The 
Boards c,f Public Safety and of Public 
Seiyiee are nbollehed. and the Mayor 
is given authority to name a Director 
for each branch of the service, who 
will have full charge of the depart- 
ment and who will be u member of 
the Board of Control. This ooard will 
consist of the Mayor and th" two Di- 
rectors, and it will have a p'wer to 
make contracts for expenditures of 
less than $500. 


The attempt to Include the Citv So- 


licitors In ihe list of appointive offi- 
cers failed, and they will be continued 
as electives. They will, however, have 
no share in memliership of the Boaril 
of Control, though remaining the legal 
advisers of the departments. 


Ci'y Auditors and Treasurers will 


also remain elective and outside of the 
Board of Control, like the Solicitors. 
As a check upon the additional pow- 
er given the Mayor the new bill cre- 
ates a Department of Civil Service, 
which wJll not be under the control of 
that officer, the appointing power be- 
ing lodged elsewhere. This commis- 
sion win classify the various city em 
ployes, Including 
even 
the 
street 


laborers, and the Mayor must make all 
appointments from the certified lists 
of eligibles. 


Power Is given the Mayor to dis- 


charge any «lty employe, but in the 
case of policemen, firemen or sanitary 
officers appeal may be taken to the 
Civil Service Commission. 
All other 


employes are to be given a hearing by 
the Mayor before a discharge becomes 
effective. 
' 


The Board of Health Is to remain an 


independent department under the di- 
rection of a board appointed by the 
Mayor. It will hire and discharge its 
own employes and In every other way 
be independent of the central govern- 
ment. This new bill -will not require 
any of the Mayor's appointees to be 
approved by the City Council. 


No change will be made in the pres- 


ent system of councilmanic districts. 
Nearly all of the things asked for by 
Mayor Johnson of Cleveland, are re- 
fused. 


No city tax board is recommended; 


municipal ownership does not appear 
in Ihe bill under any form, however 
remote; no change Is onade in the ex- 
isting street railway franchise laws; 
the right to appoint factory and store 
inspectors to enforce the child labor 
and .health laws, is not given, nor can 
regulations be made by the municipal- 
ities of these things. Public contract- 
ing is not abolished, so that cities may 
let out 
improvements or 
complete 


them thomselves as at present. 


The principal changes therefore in 


the new bill consist in wiping out the 
present boards of public safety and of 
public service, and lodging their pow, 
ers in the hands of directors appoint- 
ed by. the Mayor, and removable by 
hi»n at any UT-C, CmipHi *"-*n^ de- 
prived of any voice in the managetnan* 
of cither department. It Is provided 
that the law if enacted shall not go 
into effect until next year, in order 
tha' those officers now serving will 
not be disturbed. One of the novel 
changes permits the 
newly elected 


administration to take ho'd on 
the 


third Tuesday In November or two 
weeks after election. This Is designed 
to prevent the outgoing admlnistra 
tion from enacting hampering ordi- 
nances or making embarrassing con- 
tracts. 


By far one of the most important of 


the new sections relates to the sub- 
mission of public franchises to a ref- 
erendum of 
the 
municipality. 
The 


section provides that the council may 
ma'\o It one of the terms of a grant. 
t'p«>n the petition of ten per cent of 
the residents of th" village or city the 


c.HtJcn mu^t be submitted and be 


afFrmed before the franchise can be- 
come valid. This referendum rule al 
so applies tr> the safe of any public 
property.
